Ae year’s Philadelphia Techfest, 

October 20-21 at the Pennsylvania 
Convention Center. Thanks to the efforts 
of Paul Sokoloff, WA3GFZ, and the ARRL, 
amateur radio will be showcased to approxi- 
mately 20,000 people expected to attend this 
year’s event. Techfest, sponsored by 
Philadelphia’s television station WCAU-TV 
(NBC10), will be introducing an Expo un- 
like any other in the Delaware Valley that 
addresses the issues of Improving Life 
Through Technology. According to the 
NBC10 web site leading technology com- 
panies will gather to showcase products and 
services to consumers who are eager to more 
fully utilize the power of technology in and 
out of their homes, classrooms and offices. 
An NBC10 spokesperson said the “Family 
TechFest goal is for beginners to learn and 
experts to thrive.” Organizing the event for 
the ARRL are EPA Section Manager Eric 
Olena, WB3FPL, ARRL Vice President, 
Kay Craigie, WT3P, EPA Public Informa- 
tion Coordinator Bob Josuweit, WA3PZO, 
and Atlantic Division Assistant Director 
Dennis Silage, K3DS. Each of these ama- 
teur radio operators bring a wide back- 
ground to the forefront from teachers to 
magazine writer. Many have been recog- 
nized with Atlantic Division and National 
Awards in Technical Achievement, Public 
Relations, and as Ham of the Year. Accord- 
ing to SM WB3FPL, “We’re planning to 
introduce ham radio as a modern day hobby 
that will help prepare our youth for careers 
in our wireless world.” ARRL Vice Presi- 
dent WT3P, hopes to be able to talk to edu- 
cators about using ham radio in the class- 
room. The goal of ARRL’s education project 
is to “improve the quality of education for 
kids by providing educationally valid tech- 
niques involving Amateur Radio for teach- 
ing all sorts of subjects—science, geogra- 
phy, languages, speech,” Craigie said. “Kids 
get the hobby of a lifetime and preparation 
for good careers—that’s the ultimate goal.”

Craigie said the project’s philosophy is that 
Amateur Radio can be a “powerful resource” 
for teachers in attaining their educational 
goals—whether or not licensing is involved. 
“It’s about improving education.” Atlantic 
Division Assistant Director Dennis Silage, 
K3DS, recipient of the Atlantic Division 
Technical Achievement Award will be co- 
ordinating a program to allow attendees to 
make a contact on 10GHz. EPA Public In- 
formation Coordinator WA3PZO sees this 
as a way to introducing the hobby to others 
who are interested in hi-tech stuff as well 
as putting attendees in contact with local 
radio clubs. We’ll be collecting names of 
people who stop by the ARRL table and let- 
ting local clubs invite the visitors to their 
club meetings or classes. WA3PZO stresses 
that “this is an important time to make sure 
your club’s contact and web page informa- 
tion is up to date on the ARRL web site.” 
Visitors will have the ARRL web page in- 
formation to obtain information on local 
amateur radio clubs. The Pennsylvania Con- 
vention Center is located in center city 
Philadelphia and is easily accessible by car 
or public transportation.

WORLD TRADE CENTER AMATEUR 
RADIO VOLUNTEERS BEARING UP 
WELL 

ew York Amateur Radio Emer 
N gency Service and Radio Amateur 

Civil Emergency Service volun- 
teers generally are in good spirits, but tired, 
says New York City-Long Island Section 
Emergency Coordinator Tom Carrubba, 
KA2D. “The mood is positive,” he said, 
more than a week into the grim reality of 
the World Trade Center attack response. 
“Overall, it’s going very, very well. 
Everybody’s settling into the routine of the 
operation.” 
Two dozen or more hams per shift are cov- 
ering communications and logistical sup- 
port for the American Red Cross as well as 
supplementing communication for the New 
York City Office of Emergency Manage- 
ment. “It’s a great effort every day, 24/7, 
and it’s expanding as we get more requests.” 
A single, multi-purpose ARES/RACES net 
is being maintained on the 147.000 MHz 
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repeater in Manhattan. New York City Dis- 
trict Emergency Coordinator and RACES 
Radio Officer Charles Hargrove, N2NOV, 
is serving as the incident commander. 

At this point, Carrubba said, the need for 
volunteers is being largely covered by ama- 
teurs from the Greater New York City 
Area—which includes New York City and 
Long Island, Eastern New York, Connecti- 
cut and Northern New Jersey. Hams have 
volunteered from all over, however, includ- 
ing at least eight Delaware-Lehigh Ama- 
teur Radio Club members from from 
Pennsylvania’s Lehigh Valley. 

Hams are deployed to 13 American Red 
Cross shelters, two OEM sites, several stag- 
ing areas, and Red Cross headquarters, and 
as net controls. At any given time, up toa 
half dozen amateurs are posted just outside 
the secure perimeter of the so-called 
“Ground Zero” World Trade Center site, 
where Carrubba described conditions as 
“terrible.” Volunteers there have been asked 
to provide respirators and other protective 
clothing. Shifts at all locations are 12 hours 
long. 

Carrubba explained that Amateur Radio 
volunteers are being rotated in and out of 
areas and duties in an effort to equalize the 
stress. “The first 30 or 40 hours everybody 
does ‘the iron man act,’ I call it, because 
they’re running on adrenaline,” he said. 
After that, everyone gets some rest and un- 
winds a little bit. “The people that are go- 
ing back are fresh,” he said. 

Since September 11, more than 350 hams 
have volunteered in excess of 5000 work 
hours. 

Carrubba anticipates the Amateur Radio 
support operations to continue for some time 
to come, since the normal telecommunica- 
tions systems remain disrupted or problem- 
atic. “The communications in the shelter 
are being used like telephones,” he said. 
Telephone service is available, but it can 
take 15 or 20 tries to get a call through. 
Carrubba said net traffic has been substan- 
tial, although there are occasional lulls. 
Many more volunteers will be needed be- 
fore the ARES and RACES operation stands 
down “Right now our task is a long-term 
effort, Carrubba said. “The schedule is be- 
ing filled in on a day-by-day basis.” To date,
